CHICAGO.

— Music 
programs for the 1933 World’s fair 
have 
been 
outlined 
by 
Herbert 
Witherspoon, chairman of the music 
committee for the Century of Pro­ 
gress Exposition. 
As assistants in planning this 
phase of the fair, Witherspoon has 
Dr. Frederick A. Stock, Henry E. 
Voegeli, manager of the Chicago 
symphony orchestra. Director How­ 
ard Hanson of the Eastman School 
of Music in Rochester, and other 
authorities. 
“It is our earnest intention to pro­ 
mote, as far as possible, existing 
musical organizations so that the 
whole musical plan will center in 
Chicago organizations,” W i t h e r - 
spoon said recently. 
“The musical activities of the ex­ 
position divide themselves into sev­ 
eral major departments. 
“First, there is to be a series of 
concerts which I trust will be so 
noteworthy as to justify the atten­ 
tion of the whole world.

TUCSON, Ariz., Aug. 7.—You may 
know what makes the wild cat wild, 
but not even scientist knows what 
makes the loco weed loco. 
“We know the effect of the loco 
weed upon live stock,” said Dr. 
William G. McGinnies, range ecol­ 
ogist at the University of Arizona, 
“but just what the constituents of 
the weed are, we have not been 
able to determine. Various hypothe­ 
sis have been suggested, but they 
have all been proved wrong by fur­ 
ther research. 
“A cow or horse which starts eat­ 
ing loco weed becomes addicted to 
the habit as a human being becomes 
addicted to morphine or any other 
dope. Cattle who are eating the 
weed will not stay with the heard, 
but will stray off by themselves and 
and it becomes almost impossible 
to drive them. They have the ap­ 
pearance of poor health, their coats 
become rough and their eyes glassy 
and staring. The effect is cumulative 
and if they are not taken away form 
the loco weed territory, they even­ 
tually wUl die. 
“Cattle can be cured of eating 
loco weed,” Dr. McGinnies went on, 
“if they are taken away form the 
place where it is obtainable, and put 
on a feed of alfalfa or other hay. 
However,* if they can ever get the 
weed again, they will go right back 
into their farmer habit. Usually 
cattle are taxen away and butcher 


only a few weeks work since April 
was mvited to repeat his allegations 
during the presence of Councilman 
Treser who also had Commissioner 
Moore of the department of streets 
in council.

clivities become apparent. The weed j him that was all the city could do 
has no effect upon the quality of at present

“Eradication of loco is a very dif­ 
ficult problem on the range,” Dr. 
McGinnies continued, “Digging it 
out seems to be the only way to get 
rid of it and the expense involved 
in that method makes it almost pro­ 
hibitive.

Kills Opossum; 
Solves Mystery 


(International News Service) 
CEDAR LAKE, Ind.. Aug. 3. — 
Julius 
Creadon, 
Chicago 
golfer, 
made an opossum in one at the 
Surprise Park golf course here. 
Creadon drove off the third tee 
and his ball struck the opossum 
which was trotting across the fair­ 
way. 
The animal apparently had in­ 
vaded the chicken coop of Joss Mat­ 
thews, farmer living nearby, as part 
of a chicken was in its mouth. 
Apparently Creadon’s lucky shot 
solved the mystery of the Matthews’ 
han house from which 20 young 
chickens had disappeared. 


Tuberculosis. 
Doctor Robert Koch was a young 
doctor in Germany when the scien­ 
tific world was aflame with the news 
that germs had been discovered as 
the cause of certain diseases. Only 
a few diseases were at first an­ 
nounced as being in this class—an­ 
thrax, a disaese of sheep occasion­ 
ally transmitted to man, being one 
of the first that Pasteur, the great 
French scientist, proved to be of 
this nature. But all the fevers and 
contagious diseases were suspected, 
and every doctor who had a micro­ 
scope was trying to make a discov­ 
ery. 
Young Doctor Koch was no excep­ 
tion. 
In spite of the fact that his 
wife kept nagging at him to build up 
a big practice, he began studying the 
exudates from sick people under the 
microscope. 
Finally he made 
a 
great discovery—the cause of the 
infection of wounds and of the in­ 
fection of women after childbirth. 
Then he tackled tuberculosis, and in 
1882 was able to announce that he 
had 
discovered 
the 
germ 
which 
caused it—the tubercle bacillus. 
This was a great step in advance 
because doctors were then able to 
decide for the first time whether a 
disease was actually tuberculosis or 
not. Many thought certain bone dis­ 
eases were of the same nature as 
consumption—tuberculosis 
of 
the 
lungs. Now they were able to prove 
it by demonstrating the tubercle ba­ 
cillus in the scraping* from the dis­ 
eased bone. Thus it became known 
that tuberculosis affects nearly ev­ 
ery structure in the body—the lungs, 
lymph nodes in the neck, bones and 
joints, and kidneys, being the most 
frequent sites. 
It was also proved that animals 
have tuberculosis. But each animal 
seems to be susceptible to a peculiar 
strain of the disease. 
Thus birds 
have avian tuberculosis and cattle 
have bovine tuberculosis. 
Since cows have tuberculosis, the 
question arose whether an infected 
cow would give off tubercle bacilli in 
the milk, and whether this would 
cause disease in the human beings 
who drank it. 
Koch said "no” very emphatically. 
He declared that bovine tuberculosis 
never caused human tuberculosis. 
And since his authority was very 
great, since he was the original dis­ 
coverer of the germ, his views were 
accepted. 
Not by everyone, however. When 
technical methods allowed people to 
differentiate the bovine from the 
human strains better, it was proved 
first that bovine tuberculosis in milk 
could set up the disease in children 
—in the bones and joints, the intes­ 
tines and the lymph nodes of the 
neck. 
Finally, in 1911, two French 
bacteriologists presented a series of 
cases of consumption—tuberculosis 
of the lungs caused by the bovine 
strain of the bacillus. 
So today we know that cows can 
transmit tuberculosis 
to man in 
milk. 
What preventive measures 
are carried out will be explained to­ 
morrow.

phic society into the wilds of north­ 
ern Brazil and southern Venezuela. 
The party crossed the equator 
Ithree tinie5 on their jaunt, and took 
ten months in their quest of rare 
specimens of birds and other m am ­ 
mals and plants, besides a large 
number of photographs recording 
types of natives, scenic beauties and 
geographical features of the great 
inland forest region of South Am 
erica. 
The expedition traveled for three 
months with the Brazilian-Vene­ 
zuelan boundary commission and 
was allowed to penetrate some areas 
not before traversed by scientists 
The scientific 
collections 
brought 
back were presented to the national 
museum by the society to be exhib­ 
ited to the public. 
An unmapped mountain on the 
bank of the Orinoco river was dis­ 
covered. 
This mountain does no' 
appear on any of the maps of Brazil 
or Venezuela, and it is thought it 
was unknown until now. 
Its 3,500 
feet of slopes provided various tem ­ 
peratures and floral zones, and near­ 
ly one-third of the collection of 
birds were gathered on its slopes 
and top. 
The expedition found the region 
near the boundary sparsely settled 
with natives and with only a hand­ 
ful of whites, chiefly traders in Ba- 
lata, a kind 
of 
rubber. 
Native 
tribes were observed eating monkeys, 
alligators, 
alligator eggs, 
parrots, 
wild cats and the winged forms of 
leaf-cutting ants. 
The Americans 
liked the monkey meat and parrots, 
but one experiment with the fried 
ants and alligator meat, however, 
was reported to be quite enough,

Later, when 
seeding the lawn rake in 15 to 20 
pounds of a good commercial fertil­ 
izer to each 1,000 square feet of lawn. 
If you have been unable to get the 
manure when spading the ground, 
you may apply up to 25 or 30 pounds 
of the commercial fertilizer on the 
same area. 
It is advisable to have 
a complete fertilizer fairly high in 
nitrogen. 
After spading the lawn, keep It 
absolutely free of weeds. It will be 
ready for seeding late this month 
or early in September. Sow the seed 
just after the commercial fertilizer 
has been worked into the soil. 
Amateurs often have difficulty in 
sowing the seed evenly. A simple 
way to avoid this is to divide the 
seed into two equal portions. Sow 
the lawn by broadcasting the seed, 
going from one side to the other. 
Then go over the ground again, this 
time from end to end. This will in­ 
sure a uniform stand, so necessary 
for a successful lawn. Seed should 
be sown at the rate of about five 
pounds to each 1,000 square 
feet. 
After sowing, the seed should 
be 
raked lightly into the soil. 
Here 
again, raking it in both directions is 
preferable, as this will make 
the 
stand more even. 
For most states the following mix 
ture of grass seed 
has 
generally 
proved successful; 
four parts of 
Kentucky bluegrass, one part of red- 
top clover and one-fourth part of 
white clover. 
In the northeast two 
other grasses are often added to the 
mixture. 
This mixture consists of 
10 parts of Kentucky bluegrass, five 
parts of Chewing s fescue, 
three 
parts of redtop clover, one part of 
Colonial bentgrass and one part of 
white clover. 
Chewings fescue and rough stalk­ 
ed bluegrass (Poa trivialts) grow well 
in shade in our northern 
state», 
Therefore for seeding shaded por­ 
tions of a lawn it is well to use a 
mixture of seed of these two grasses 
either alone or combined with the 
mixture suggested above.

sharply criticized the punishment 
cells at Stillwater, and declared that 
they are “better than cells for ordi­ 
nary prisoners at most of the na­ 
tion's jails.

ALVIN E. BELL 
Luke’s record of the preparation 
of Philip for Christ’s great world 
mission is followed immediately by 
his record of preparation of Saul of 
Tarsus for the leading part he was 
to play in th at program of witness­ 
ing for Christ unto the uttermost 
part of the earth. 
Paul ccinbined within himself the 
advantages of personal identlflca- 
tk>n with the three leading nation­ 
alities of the day, Hebrew, Greek 
and Roman. 
Socially he had the 
advantage of having been born and 
reared in Tarsus of Cilicia, the cen­ 
ter of Greek culture and education 
second only to Athens in the an­ 
cient world, where he became thor­ 
oughly imbued with the breadth of 
sympathy of the gentile world. R a­ 
cially and religiously he tells us he 
was “a Hebrew of the Hebrews", 
spending some eight years in special 
religious training in the best of his 
people’s religious schools in Jerusa­ 
lem “at the feet of Gamaliel’’. Po­ 
litically he had the advantage of 
being a free born Roman citizen, an 
advantage in which he prided him­ 
self and of which he avilfled him ­ 
self on many occasions for his pro­ 
tection. and-Jh« 
worife. How marvelously he thus 
fitted to become (Wrist’s great apos­ 
tle to the gentile vrorld, and the 
church’s paoneer, and to this day, 
peerless missionary!

His Conversloii. 
The conversion of Saul of Tarsus 
on the road to Damascus in the year 
35 A. D. is one of the outstanding 
events of world histcary, and one of 
the most im portant miracles of the 
New Testament. 
We first read of 
him in connection with the m artyr­ 
dom of Stephen: "The witnesses laid 
down their garments at the feet of a 
young m an named Saul . . . And 
Saul was consenting unto his death 
. . . Saul laid waste the church 
entering every house, and dragging 
men and women, committed them tc 
prison.” 
He was the wolf to the 
little flock in a prolonged period of 
terrific 
persecution. 
“Saul, 
yet 
breathing threatening and slaughter 
against the disciples of the Lord 
. . . asked . . . letters to Damascus 
. . . th at if he found any that were 
of the Way, whether meh or wo­ 
men. he might bring them bound 
Jerusalem.” 
But he entered Damascus blind 
and humbled, led helplessly by the 
hand of one of his associates, not to 
persecute Christians that day or ever 
after, tm t to be called by them 
“Brother Saul”, an^ to accept bap­ 
tism and "straightway to proclaim 
Jesus th a t he is the 
of God." 
TPhe explanatimt of tW# revolutioiif 
' ary change is th at the risen Christ 
met him in the Damascus road and 
revealed himself to him in light 
more te*illiant than the noon-day 
sun. and Saul surrendered to Him 
as Lord, unconditionally and imme­ 
diately and became a new creature 
in Christ Jesus. 
"Saul, Saul, why 
persecutest' thou me?” said Christ. 
And to Saul’s question "Who art 
thou. Lord?” came the amazing re­ 
ply, **I am Jesus whom thou perse­ 
cutest.” Physically Saul was blind­ 
ed, but spiritually he entered into 
a new light, for he had met and 
accepted Christ, the light of the 
world, and accepted his ccMtnmisston 
to become His "chosen vessel 'to 
bear His name before the gentiles, 
and kings, and the children of Is­ 
rael". 
'Thus began a ministry of 
30 years of the most remarkable 
Christian the church has produced 
in its 19 centuries of history. 
(The international uniform les^n 
for Aug. 9 is Acts 9:1-9, 17-19, I 
Tim. 1-12-14, the subject being ‘ Saul 
Ck>nverted and CcKnmissioned", and 
the Golden Text Acts 26-19, "I was 
not disobedient unto the heavenly 
vision.”)

While we are looking back in gen­ 
eral in New Castle it is well occa­ 
sionally to refer’ to the fact th at 
there were other communities in the 
vicinity th at were settled about the 
same time and were located in the 
immediate 
vicinity. 
They 
might 
have grown to some size instead of 
New Castle, but fortune favored New 
Castle. 
Some of these places are 
but a memory today and some exist 
in a small way. One of these places 
was 
"Parkstown”, 
located on the 
state road between New Castle and 
Youngstown. 
It is perpetuated to­ 
day in the name Parkstown Cor­ 
ners. 
was Battled in the fall of 
1800 by a colony from Virginia con­ 
sisting of William Park and his 
sons, John, James and William, Jr., 
Joseph 
Brown 
and 
family 
and 
Thomas Franklin, a son-in-law of 
Park. They were all from Berkeley 
county, Virginia, and the men had 
been out the previous year and pur­ 
chased the land under a joint arti­ 
cle of one John Chenowith, a Vir­ 
ginian, and father of Arthur Cheno­ 
with, who afterward settled in New 
Castle. Joshua Chenowith, a broth­ 
er of Arthur came later and lived 
in the settlement until his death. 
The land purchased by the company 
amounted 
to 
300 acres. 
William 
Park, Sr., died in 1806 or 1807 and 
a number of his descendants were 
residents 
of 
Edenburg 
in recent 
years. 
James Park served at Erie 
during the war of 1812.

Willingness To Run Again 
Stirs Up Political Gos­ 
sip In Capital 


Only Continuance Of Bad 
Economic Conditions 
Would Lead To 
Change

WASHINGTON, D. U., Aug. 7.— 
The month of August has acquired 
renown, just or unjust, as the silly 
season in politics. This means that 
the heat and general torpidity of 
the month is usually enlivened b&*him. Take the case of the delega- 
sundry political gossip and specu 
lations of a more or less logical 
nature. As if to give this August a 
good start along the political rumor 
line, Col. James F. Coupal. Calvin 
Coolidge’s White House physician, 
took the end of July to launch his 
verdict that Mr. Coolidge can be 
prevailed upon to run next year. 
Col. 
Coupal 
also 
asserted 
that 
Northampton’s leading 
inhabitant 
would have been happy to run again 
in 1928. 
All this is very entertaining and 
grateful in dull days but, like many 
another bit of Coolidge gossip, car­ 
ries no conclusiveness. Col. Coupal, 
however, is to be thanked for stir­ 
ring things up. 
Excluding North­ 
ampton, reverberations are arriving 
from many quarters. 
Washington 
is charmed with the invitation to 
put another shift to work in its 
political mill. 
Let us list to a few 
selected portions of the Washing­ 
ton hum. 
Didn't Mean It 
Coolidge did not mean his “I do 
not choose” to eliminate him fin­ 
ally in the 1928 convention, says 
Coupal. 
There is ground both to 
criticize and support this statement 
Of course the then president was 
careful never to say that he would 
refuse renomination 
for 
a 
third 
term. 
After the 
nomination 
of 
Hoover Mr. Coolidge played with 
the idea th at he might have been 
renominated. 
His 
autobiography 
carried out such an idea, suggest­ 
ing that the convention might have 
been swung to him had not his sec­ 
retary, Mr. Sanders, gone to several 
delegations at Kansas City and giv­ 
en them the President’s wishes not 
to vote for him. All in all, a polit­ 
ical observer can’t be severely con­ 
demned if he wonders what Cool­ 
idge exactly did mean by his *‘I do 
not choose.” 
‘ He was not disgusted with pub­ 
lic office,” declares Col. Coupal. This 
seems 
passible. 
Washington 
on­ 
lookers remember that few public 
meiv^ever appeared so pleased with 
what might “have been termed the 
proper pdhp and circumstances of 
public office as did Calvin Coolidge. 
He relished his dignities. 
He pos­ 
sessed a deep and grave historical 
sense of the importance of the pres­ 
idency. 
It may have been—and there is 
no price tag on speculation—that 


Calvin Coolidge would have been 
willing to run in 1928 had there 
been a large call for him.* The his­ 
torical fact is that the call was not 
loud enough. Whatever the reasons 
—and the so-called third term issue 
was the chief one—-the Kansas City 
convention at no time exhibited a 
tendency to run President Coolidge. 
When 
Secretary 
Sanders arrived 
there it was probably too late for 
a swing to Coolidge, barring possi­ 
ble a flat and public message from 
the President that he would be glad 
to accept renomination. 
Even the 
effect of such a message appears 
somewhat doubtful today. 
Hoover Men Were Busy 
The truth of the m atter is that 
the Hoover men had been too busy 
and effective. 
Most of the dele­ 
gates were pretty well sewed up for

tion from Coolidge’s native Vermont 
for example. 
This delegation was 
headed by Editor Langley of Barre, 
a strong and able Vermonter who 
knew his mind and economized on 
words. 
Back in 1920 Mr. Langley 
had been active and influential in 
that year’s pre-convention Hoover 
campaign in his state. 
When the 
Vermont delegation landed in K an­ 
sas City In 1928 the newspapermen 
dashed to greet it, asking if Vermont 
was to launch the Coolidge swing.

an impulse to crusade for Coolidge. 
Connecticut of course 
voted 
for 
Coolidge and shifted to Hoover too 
late to gain much thanks from the 
Hooverites, but this was mainly be­ 
cause National Committeeman Ror- 
aback was not enthusiastic about 
Hoover and because he felt that 
voting for Coolidge was always a 
safe and sane recreation. 
Will Run If Asked 
Mr. Coolidge will run again next 
year if the demand is unmistakable 
and unquestionable, declares Cou­ 
pal. 
That notion will continue of 
interest. Off hand, many observers 
here give Mr. Coolidge a fair chance 
for the nom ination only if the eco­ 
nomic slump is very much worse in 
1932. It is difficult to beat a presi­ 
dent out of renomination. Taft took 
the convention away from Roose­ 
velt in 1912. The southern delegates 
and various devices of patronage 
and pressure give the man in office 
the whip hand. 
All present signs 
ooint to Hoover's renomination. Yet 
Mr. Coolidge holds a mighty reou- 
tation as a savior for enonomic ills. 
Naturally the circles about kingr. 
and presidents like to see their rul­ 
ers return to power. 
Furthermore 
the trial balloon is a recognized po­ 
litical institution. 
Ideas are sent 
forth for the purpose of finding 
how they stand in popular favor. 
Many have been the endeavors of 
foe and friend to smoke out Citizen 
Coolidge. 
He liked being president 
and his closeness to the Hoover 
regime could have been greater. The 
chances, however, are large that Mr. 
Hoover will be renominated. On the 
other hand a half or three-quarters 
of a year may see such a chance in 
public attitude as to make pos­ 
sible 
consideration 
of 
the 
New 
Hampshire Republican 
frame 
of 
mind of 1924. which refused to send 
as delegate to the national conven­ 
tion a United States senator because 
the latter was not sufficiently en­ 
thusiastic about the national sal­ 
vation qualities of Mr. Coolidge.

NEW YORK, Aug. 7.—A new 
method, involving the use of a drug, 
for reducing pain during childbirth 
is now being used in a local hospital. 
After much experimentation doctors 
announced the use of pemocton was 
effective with no after effects for 
either the mother or baby. The

of pernocton

gins as soon as the pain becomes 
severe and the effects of the drug 
lasts approximately four hours. If 
necessary, it may be repeated with 
absolute safety, it is annonuced. The 
new method causes the patient to 
fall asleep and upon awakening she 
has no memory of pain. It was first 
introduced in Germany and now is 
expected to be used universally.

I have just come from a home­ 
like school where about 20 children 
mentally handicapped are cared for 
and educated. 
Every so often I go as a volun­ 
teer psychologist to this school, to 
give a mental test to the new pupils 
entering. There I find children of 
from 5 to 10 who mentally are one, 
two three or more years below their 
chronological age. That is, they can 
do on a standard mental test only 
as well as a child who has lived one, 
two or three or more years less than 
they have lived. 
But I find these children happy. 
When I behold their carefree atti­ 
tude I sometimes envy them. 1 oc­ 
casionally wish I were like them, 
with the reservation that I might be 
able to turn back again to myself.

The good conscientious people who 
run that school and give their best 
each day to help those children learn 
a little, do a good they are not al­ 
ways conscious of. The biggest serv­ 
ice rendered is not to the children, 
but to the parents of those children. 
Sensible parents do not worry such 
children, nor themselves about book 
learning. 
They are most eager to 
have their children take care of 
themselves, avoid dangers, be care­ 
ful of property, and adapt them­ 
selves to others about them without 
conflicts. 
But most parents, even bright par­ 
ents, of children several years re­ 
tarded mentally, cannot reconcile 
themselves to the fact that such a 
child is much below the average 
child. “Hope springs eternal in the 
human breast,” most particularly for 
them. They look for some miracle, 
some sudden change. But it doesn’t 
come. 
* 
* 
• 
Any school where such children 
can be cared for kindly and givens 
appropriate education is doing a j 
service for the parents, particularly 
for the mother, no one else but the 
mother of a child mentally handi­ 
capped can appreciate. 
When the child is in her home he 
is her constant care and worry. 
When guests drop in the child's at­ 
titude toward them is not under­ 
stood; or at least the mother thinks 
it is not. She can’t be herself. She 
suffers a kind of indiscribable hu­ 
mility. If there are other children 
they soon feel the queer way people 
act who come in touch with the 
handicapped brother or sister. Each 
other member of the family suffers 
in ways most people do not at aU 
understand, and the more cultivat­ 
ed and refined the family, the great­ 
er is this curious but overwhelming 
suffering. 
Any home, therefore, which so 
cares for the child greatly retarded 
mentally, as to assure the father 
and mother that the child is getting 
better care and education than* he 
can get at home, so that his parents 
can conscientiously place him In 
such a home, is doing a wonderful 
service. It is the bright parents of 
the feeble-minded child who need 
the help that properly conducted 
schools for such a child can render. 
Let us think less about such chil­ 
dren and more about their father 
and mother.

BUMES TEXAS PRODUCERS 
FOR U. S. OIL TROUBLES 
Elks In Bradford 


(international News Service) 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—A scath­ 
ing indictment of Texas authorities 
for their failure to cooperate with 
other states in prorating oil produc­ 
tion was issued today by acting sec­ 
retary of the interior Dixon. 
In a formal statement he charged 
that crude oil would be $1 a barrel 
ail over the country except for the 
refusal of East Texas to cooperate 
with other sections in control of new 
pools. 
‘•The Crude Oil from this pool is 
being shipped at 10 to 20 cents a 
barren,” Dixon declared. It has thus 
dragged the whole oil industry down, 
ruining thousands of independent 
producers, driving them bankrupt in­ 
to the hands of the great compan­ 
ies, creating great 
unemployment 
and hardships in Kansas, Montana, 
'Wyoming, California and Oklahoma. 
"Equally, it represents the most 
heartbreaking waste of national re­ 
sources of a generation. It is driving 
oil that should be saved for gas­ 
oline into use as a substitute 
for 
coal. It has created unemployment 
not alone in the oil industry 
but 
among coal miners, and a score of 
other ills. 
"And it does Texas as much harm 
as everybody else. No one in 
the 
country can control Texas produc­ 
tion but Texas itself. The selfish 
and irresponsible interests operating 
the East Texas pool have 
demon­ 
strated their ability to prevent con­ 


trol by the state and are apparently 
determined on wholesale ruin.” 
"The real origin of the Oklahoma 
Oil difficulties lies in Texas, not in 
Oklahoma," 
Dixon 
said. 
"There 
would be no situation in Oklahoma 
if Texas would cooperate in control 
of her new oil pools. The state auth­ 
orities and legislatures of California 
and Oklahofna have, under the lead­ 
ership of their governors, cooperated 
to prorate their production as urged 
by the federal oil conservation board. 
Their big new pools such as Kettle- 
man Hill, California and Oklahoma 
City, have been held in control, and 
expect for the failure of the Texas 
authorities and the Texas legislature 
so far to operate by controlling their 
new oil pool in East 
Texas, 
the 
whole oil situation would have been 
corrected months ago. 
"The last Texas field began with 
100,000 barrels in January. It is now 
producing at the rate of eleven or 
twelve million barrels per month, 
National production has increased 
from about 66,000,000 barrels in Jan­ 
uary to something like 75,000,000 
barrels a month. In other words, all 
the other fields in the country have 
controlled their production but their 
efforts have been nullified by the 
unrestrained production of Texas. 
"Importers of Oil have voluntarily 
decreased imports 
from 
5,000,000 
barrels down to 3,500,000 a month. 
This effort again has been nullified 
by the failure of the Texas author­ 
ities to cooperate with the industry 
at large.”
